K&K Insurance Company of Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana, the firm which 
notified several California-based 
sanctioning bodies that minicycle 
riders under age 12 would not be 
allowed to compete in motocross 
events after April 1, recently told 
the groups that riders under 12 
would be permitted to race as long 
as the organizations paid a 25% 
surcharge on top of existing lia- 
bility insurance premiums. Both 
CMC (Continental Motorsports 
Club) and NMA (National Motors- 
ports Association) said they will 
pay the surcharge, and outside 
sources indicate that California 
Racing Club (CRC) will also pur- 
chase the additional coverage, at 
least for some events. The sur- 
charge comes on top of a 1987 
premium increase of between 
10% and 35% (depending on 
which organization you're talking 
to), and in at least one case will 
result in cost increases. A spokes- 
man said the surcharge will mean 
a $2 increase in rider entry fees 
at CMC races, while an NMA 
spokesman said his organization 
will absorb the cost. CRC officials 
were unavailable for comment. 


Mike Bishop has been named the 
California Off-Road Vehicle Associ- 
ation’s “Off-Roader of the Year." 
Bishop was honored for “his unsel- 
fish service on the Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicle Recreation Commis- 
sion and the many hours he has 
donated to the АТУ safety issue." 


Ed Lojak (Hus) won round three 
of the AMA National Champion- 
ship Hare Scrambles Series at 
Hurricane Mills, Tennessée on 
Sunday, March 29. Kevin Brown 
(Hon) was second with Mark Hyde 
(Hus) third. Defending series 
champ John Martin, a Can-Am 
factory rider, suffered a broken 
right leg in the race and under- 
went surgery in a Nashville hos- 
pital on Monday, March 30. 


Veteran motocrosser Ken Zahrt suf- 
fered vertebrae damage in a CRC race 
at Sunrise Cycle Park in Adelanto, 
California, on March 29. Zahrt is 
recuperating at home. Cards and

Paul Krause powered his Honda 
CR500 to victory at round three 
of the AMA/National Hare & 
Hound Championship Series, held

standout Dan Smith finished third 
after suffering a flat rear tire and 
switching rear rims with Husq- 
varna teammate Garth Sweet- 
land; Sweetland surrendered his 
rear rim after mechanical difficul- 
ties put him out of the race.

Championship Gran Prix in the 
Hoosier Dome in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, used inverted starts and 
side-by-side, two-man starting rows. 
Fast Qualifier Shaun Kalos (Yam), 
starting last in a field of 12, won the 
first moto. Kalos also started last in 
the second moto, caught the front 
runners in four laps and was making 
a charge for the lead on the final lap 
when he collided with Dale Spangler 
(Kaw). Both Kalos and Spangler 











went down and the win went to 
Kenny Bollmeier (Yam). Bollmeier's 
4-1 earned him the overall win, Kalos 
was second overall.

suspension. The jury decided that 
Richardson was entitled to a 50- 
cent royalty on each motorcycle 
equipped with the suspension 
design that Suzuki sold and $12 
per motorcycle for appropriation 
of trade secrets. Suzuki lawyers 
will challenge the latter portion of 
the verdict in post-trial motions 
this month.

А public hearing on AB36, a pro- 
posed mandatory helmet law which 
would require motorcycle riders and 
passengers to wear helmets while 
riding on California highways, will 
be held before the Assembly Trans- 
portation Committee on April 22. 
AB36 author Richard Floyd (D- 
Gardena) will introduce the bill at 
the hearing, speak in its favor and 
introduce witnesses to support the 
proposed legislation. Representa- 
tives of the AMA Government Rela- 
tions Department will be on hand 
to oppose the bill. Since the hearing 
is open to the public, anyone who 
attends can speak for or against the 
measure. The bill will probably 
reach the assembly floor within two 
weeks, if passed by the Transporta- 
tion Committee. The hearing will be 
held at 3 p.m. in the State Capitol 
Building in Sacramento. Riders who

Mexican track 
to allow betting 
on motorcycles? 


LONG BEACH, CA, MAR 30 
Parimutuel betting on motor- 
cycle races? It won't happen 
anytime soon in the United 
States, but race fans from 
southern California and other areas 
bordering Mexico may have an 
opportunity late this year to wager 
a few bucks on their favorite riders. 

Тһе Aguacaliente horse race track 
in Tijuana, Mexico, has been named 
as the site for a proposed series of 
motorcycle, ATV and automobile 
races which would include on-site 
parimutuel wagering. 

The program, which would 
include six major races each year, 
held on three-day weekends created 
by U.S. holidays, reportedly will 
begin with one-mile, dirt track 
motorcycle competition and later 
will expand into motocross, sprint 
car and АТУ events. 

Plans include the construction of 
a special infield track for motocross 
racing, which would also be used for 
four-wheeled and Odyssey ATV 
events. Sprint cars, like the dirt track 
bikes, would compete on the 1 1/10- 
mile oval horse track. A typical day's 
program would include each type of 
racing. 

A. project spokesman added that 
promoters also are exploring the 
possibility of introducing, 'a new 
type of motorcycle racing," but he 
declined to elaborate. 

Тһе proposal, if approved by the 
division of the Mexican government 
which regulates race tracks and 
betting, would create the first 
motorsports race track in North 
America to allow wagering. Ап 
application was filed with the 
government about three months ago 
and a reply is expected sometime 1n 
April. If approved, The first race 
could be held as soon as Labor Day 
(September 7).

Official point of view 


Today I received my Cycle News 
and read your excellent coverage of 
the Daytona events. Your reporters 
did a superb job and I learned things 
about the race I didn't know, even 
though I was there and deeply 
involved in. the operation of the 
event. You are to be congratulated. 

There were a couple of items 
which perhaps could be clarified and 
also some information which may be 
of help to your readers who were not 
at Daytona. 

Тһеге seemed to be a different 
atmosphere in the garage area this 
year, and I would like to think it was 
because the AMA officials and riders 
have made great strides in working 
together. 

For the first time, riders were not 
able to be given their pit signals from 
the tri-oval (insurance regulations), 
and the original area set aside for this 
purpose proved to be unsuitable. By 
working together, the area was 
modified and an additional signal 
area put in place. Friday's rain in 
the morning and uncertain forecast 
for the balance of the day required 
some rescheduling and race shorten- 
ing, and put a lot of pressure on the 
riders to be in the right place at the 
right time. They performed to per- 
fection and we were fortunate to get 
finished just 20 minutes before the 
rain came again on Friday afternoon, 
continuing all through Saturday 
morning. 

That rain caused a rescheduling 
of the 250 GP race until after the 200. 
This created hardships for those who 
were riding both events, but again, 
the riders pitched in and did what 
they had to do. There were, in fact, 
some discussions about race length 
for that event, and I was the AMA 
official who stated that the event 
was advertised at 100 miles and 
would be run 100 miles. While this 
was reported in your story correctly, 
it is not the whole story. I also stated 
that the time for discussing changes 
was not race day, but would have 
been following last year’s 100 miler. 
Or, when the rider received his entry 
form for a 100 miler. Or, when the 
rider entered a 100 miler. Or, when 
the week began. Not on race day. Just 
to put it in perspective, the event was 
in fact one lap shorter this year in 
recognition of the fuel mileage 
problem. The time to discuss race 
length for the 1988 250 GP race is 
now, not next year on race day. These 
discussions are already taking place. 

Reference was made to “plenty” 
of protests regarding the 200 scoring. 
In fact, there were five riders who 
requested a recount. Three of them 
were shorted a lap, the other two were 
simply mistaken. The provisional 
results were printed out 12 minutes 
following the checkered flag to 
provide reporters and media early 
information, as well as to give the 
riders an opportunity to request a 
recount if they felt it was needed. The 
rule book allows a time period for 
protests as the timing and scoring 
personnel are not infallible. Again, 
to put it in perspective, with an 80 
rider field making a 57-lap tour of

Rounds 6-7 


Johnson shines in 
Seattle Kingdome 
doubleheader

“It makes me feel great to win a double- 
header. They say one time is luck, but two 
times is skill. There's no taking it away from 
me; I beat everybody both nights.” 


Those were the words of | who completely dominated 
6 Team Honda's Rick Johnson two days of racing inside 





Seattle's Kingdome. Johnson easily 











won both outings, although Team 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward had his chance 
to give Johnson a run for his money. 
But Ward, who went into Seattle 
with a six point series lead over 
Johnson, settled for two second place 
finishes and is now tied with John- 
son for the points lead, 129-129. 

Ward rode in Seattle with a heavily 
taped right ankle, the results of 
surgery for a bone chip three weeks 
ago. 

“The ankle is pretty sore, and I 
can't put all my weight on it yet," 
said Ward. “І also can't be as 
aggressive through right hand turns 
as I would like." 

Team Suzuki's George Holland 
had consistent finishes, taking fifth 
Saturday night and placing third 
Sunday, to take over third in points. 
Kawasaki's Ron Lechien, who had 
been third in the standings, failed to 
score points either night after crash- 
ing out of both main events on the 
first lap. 

Rounding out the top five Satur- 
day were Suzuki's Johnny O'Mara 
and Yamaha's Jeff Leisk, while 
Sunday's top five finishers were 
Johnson, Ward, Leisk, Bob Hannah 
and Holland. 

Team Suzuki’s Hannah officially 
announced that the Seattle Super- 
cross would be his final indoor 
supercross. 

"I've made up my mind," said the 
29-year-old Hannah. “Тһеге5 no 
sense in pushing it, but if I keep 
riding like I did this weekend, I'd 
like to keep racing outdoors for a few 
more years.” 

In the 125cc class, Suzuki's/Moto- 
X Fox-sponsored Donny Schmit 
returned to supercross racing after 
breaking his collarbone early this 
year and won Saturday's main event 
over Honda riders Dean Matson and 
Robert Naughton. 

Schmit was leading early in Sun- 
day's 125cc main before tangling 
with Matson over a double jump and 
crashing out of contention. Privateer 
Honda rider Kyle Lewis wound up 
leading most of the race, while 
Naughton edged Matson for second 
place. 

Saturday 
250cc 

More than 28,000 spectators were 
on hand for Saturday night's racing 











(18,246 Sunday), and the first heat 
race of the weekend featured Hannah 
who had a so-so jump off the line. 
As the pack squeezed through the 
first turn, Hannah was pushed to the 
outside and stuffed into the hay 
bales, where he dropped to the back 
of the field. Out in front was Honda- 
mounted Guy Cooper followed by 
Mike Fisher, Yamaha rider Brian 
Manley and Leisk. 

During the first lap, Hannah 
crashed when he and another rider 
collided over a jump. “Somebody 
didn’t jump the doubles," said 
Hannah, “and I landed on his bike.” 

Both riders went down, but Han- 
nah got the worst of it when he was 
run over by a bunch of riders. 

“Jeff Hicks cased it on my legs, 
some other guy hit me on my back, 
and some other guy ran over my 
hand," said Hannah. “I was dying 
out there." 

While Hannah was getting banged 
up, Fisher had snuck into the lead 
and Leisk took over third. From that 
point on, positions remained the 
same with Fisher taking his first-ever 
supercross heat win ahead of Cooper, 
Leisk and Suzuki rider Alan King. 
King settled into the fourth spot 
и» Manley endoed оп the sixth 
ap. 

The second heat race was totally 
dominated by O’Mara. After passing 
Yamaha rider Jeff Stanton during 
the second lap, O’Mara put it into 
overdrive and easily won the moto. 

Yamaha rider Ross Pederson 
worked his way up from a midpack 
start to finish third behind Stanton, 
while Suzuki-mounted Scooter Staf- 
ford rounded out the top four. 

Holland and Yamaha’s Keith 
Bowen were the feature attractions 
in the third heat race. Daytona 
Supercross winner, Honda-mounted 
Rick Ryan, stole the holeshot but 
was quickly passed by Holland and 
Bowen. For the next three laps, 
Holland and Bowen battled back- 
and-forth in a nail-biting dogfight. 

Bowen tried many times to sneak 
underneath Holland but could never 
make a pass stick until the fourth 
lap when Bowen out-gassed Holland 
through a section of whoops. Once 
into the lead, Bowen slightly pulled 
away from Holland to take the win. 

Ryan and local favorite Mike 
Larson diced over fourth until the 
final lap when the two tangled, 
breaking Larson’s throttle cable. 
Ryan wound up finishing fourth 
behind Suzuki’s Erik Kehoe, who 
cruised the whole race in third. 

The fourth heat race saw Kawa- 
saki’s Eddie Warren take the hole- 
shot, chased by Lechien, Ward and 
Johnson. 

By the second lap Lechien was 
leading, but Ward was hot on his 
tracks, while Johnson was a few 
seconds back in third. A lap later, 
Ward set up Lechien through a 
double jump section and took over 
the lead for good. By the time the 
checkered flag waved, Ward was 
comfortably out in front followed by 
Lechien, Johnson and Warren. 

“They smoked me,” said Johnson. 
“I rode too conservatively, but that's. 
not my riding style. And, as you can 
see, I got smoked really Бай.” 

The first semi had the crowd on 
its feet throughout the race. Larson 
took the holeshot ahead of Yamaha 
rider Doug Dubach, Hannah and 
Hicks. 

By lap two, Hannah had motored 
by Dubach through the whoops and 
began reeling in leader Larson. For 
the next four laps, the two riders 
fought inches apart. Finally, Han- 
nah made his move for the lead and 
pulled alongside of Larson in a 
section of whoops. Through the 
following turn, Hannah had the

advantage. With Larson going wide, 
Hannah took over the lead, and a 
lap later Larson fell, giving Hannah 
lenty of breathing room. Dubach 
inished second ahead of Larson and 
Hicks. 

Suzuki's Ronnie Tichenor and Jeff 
Frisz dominated the second semi 
from start to finish. The two riders 
were 1-2 through the first turn, and 
that was it. Tichenor went on to win 
a few feet ahead of Frisz. Honda rider 
Gary Semics took third. 

'The Last Chance Qualifier saw 
Manley take the early lead, but he 
crashed during the first lap, giving 
Yamaha-mounted Scott Tyler the 
lead. Tyler held Hicks off for three 
laps before giving in over a double 
jump. Hicks went on to take the final 
transfer spot of the night. 

The start of the 21-rider main event 
saw Tichenor power into the lead 
ahead of Ward, Lechien and Frisz. 





Back in fourth was Johnson followed 
by Holland. 

Halfway through the first lap, a 
six-rider pile up happened on a 
double jump. The six riders involved 
were Lechien, Hicks, King, Bowen, 
Stanton and Cooper. 

“І got a good start," said Lechien, 
"and I just went off the doubles next 
to somebody, and he landed on my 
shoulder and my arm, taking me 
right down. Everybody else landed 
on top of us." 

Lechien recovered only to find that 
his left footpeg had been sheared off 
in the incident. After that, Lechien 
pulled out of the race. 

Meanwhile, up front, Ward had 
taken over the lead from Tichenor, 
while Johnson moved into third. 
Holland was fourth followed by 
Frisz, Warren, Kehoe, Leisk and 
O'Mara. Back in the pack, Hannah 
was involved in a crash with Fisher. 





"I was inside of Fisher going 
through a turn,” said Hannah, “апа 
he caught my bars or something. He 
just punched it and dragged me to 
the ground." Hannah regrouped 
near the back of the pack. 

A few turns later, Johnson had 
slipped by Tichenor and settled into 
second place a few bike lengths 
behind Ward. Tichenor found him- 
self with a huge gap between him 
and fourth place Holland, then 
followed Frisz, Warren and Kehoe. 

Ward maintained his slight advan- 
tage over Johnson for the next five 
laps, then Johnson decided to turn 
on the boost and immediately reeled- 
in Ward. 

“I got him (Ward) in sight, then 
I could just sort of gauge off him,” 
said Johnson. "Once I see people; 
once І get “еп in sight, I usually can 
catch 'em." 

Johnson did just that as he pushed

Ward in every turn. Johnson even- 
tually dove inside of Ward in a tight, 
right hand turn and out-powered 
Ward down the next straightaway. 

Ward stayed close to Johnson

“We got into lappers,” said John- 
son, “and I thought they were going 
to work against me, but they worked 
for me really well.” 

A couple of laps later Ward fell. 
“T just started picking some bad lines 
and making too many mistakes," 
said Ward. “Опсе he (Johnson) got 
by me, I felt a lot better — I loosened 
up. But I hit a rock under the bridge 
that threw my front wheel out, and 
I went over the bars.” 

Ward had plenty of insurance 
between him and third place 
Tichenor to hold onto second, while 
Johnson, all of a sudden, had a 25- 
second lead. 

Tichenor was closing the gap on 
Ward after the Kawasaki rider 
crashed, but Tichenor bailed. 

“I tried to settle down," said 
Tichenor.

Tichenor dropped back to eighth. 

By the end of the race, the only 
battle in the works was between 
Holland and O’Mara over fourth 
place. Holland and O’Mara were 
inches apart for many laps until 
O’Mara began to drop off the pace 
a bit. At the finish, it was Johnson 
easily winning ahead of Ward, 
Holland, O’Mara, Leisk, Warren and 
Tichenor.

“The first lap, I hit every jump 
and my flow just stopped," Ward 
said. “I tried to push it, but I was 
making too many mistakes, and 
that's not how you win races.”

Schmit took the early advantage 
at the start of the 125cc main, but 





became out of shape over a double 
jump and landed too short. The 
Suzuki rider was plowed into from 
behind and crashed. A number of 
riders then crashed into the downed 
Schmit with one rider's bike pinning 
Schmit to the ground. The Suzuki 
rider was slow getting up and 
dropped out of the race. Yamaha's 
Michael Craig was another first-lap 
casualty as he was involved in a first 
turn pile-up. 

Matson found himself in the lead 
ahead of Bader Manneh, Kyle Lewis 
and Eddie Hicks. Matson led for two 
laps before Lewis worked his way 
around both Manneh and Matson. 

For the next four laps, Lewis, 
Matson, Manneh and Naughton 
battled intensely. Naughton put the 
move on Manneh and stuffed the 
Kawasaki rider in a turn for third, 
then Suzuki rider Willie Surratt 
snuck by Manneh for fourth. 

Naughton out-jumped Matson 
over a tabletop and took over the 
number two position.

the circuit, the number of transac- 
tions required to score the event are 
astronomical. The computer opera- 
tor alone had to make nearly 4600 
entries. Lessons were learned, as they 
are at every event, which will make 
the whole process better as each race 
is run. We are extremely grateful for 
the help of R.J. Reynolds in supp- 
lying the hardware and software used 
in our scoring system. It works 
perfectly, but human error is, and 
will remain a problem. The riders 
who did request a recount, did so 
through the normal channels and 
behaved like the professionals they 
are. By the way, the biggest problem 
we had in the scoring department 
came in the 250 GP race when 10 
riders were left off the computer for 
one lap, in error. It took several 
revised postings of results to find that 
we were correcting a 10 rider error, 
one rider at a time. 

I saw many things at Daytona of 
both a positive and negative nature. 
The negatives are being worked on 
already, with a goal to eliminate 
them for next year. Of course, next 
year will bring its own set of new 
problems. The positives need to be 
kept and maximized. The most 
positive aspect, to me, was the ability 
of the speedway personnel, AMA 
officials and AMA riders to work 
together and get the job done. I am 
grateful for the universal coopera- 
tion I received from everyone at the 
event. Thanks to all of you.

The project will be administered 
by Wang Venture Companies, Inc., 
a southern California firm head- 
quartered in Huntington Beach. 
Wang reportedly raised $250,000 
from eight southern California 
investers to finance its portion of the 
project, and an additional $600,000 
In start-up costs is expected to come 
from sponsors. 

“We're really excited and feel it’s 
going to be a class act,” said William 
Anthony, president of Wang Venture 
Companies, Inc. “Since we will hold 
them on three-day weekends, fans 
can combine the races with their 
weekend vacation plans. We will 
provide an area where people can 
come with their campers and it will 
be protected by security. We will also 
have a family picnic area in the 
infield. We want a good, wholesome, 
family atmosphere.” 

If the project is successful, it could 
bring $10 million from tourists into 
Tijuana during the first year and 
could return as much as $1 million 
to the race track. Aguacaliente Race 
Track, which recently underwent a 
$2.5 million renovation, will con- 
tinue to offer horse racing оп а 
regular basis. 

Under an agreement between the 
race track and Wang, the California 
company reportedly will negotiate 
contracts with a television network, 
sponsors, riders and drivers, includ- 
ing riders and drivers from the U.S. 
and Europe. Wang reportedly also 
will design the infield race course, 
which will change with each event. 

Based on attendance at southern 
California motorcycle events, Wang 
expects first-year attendance to 
average 20,000 fans per race. The 
company projects that 75% of the race 
fans attending will come from north 
of the Mexican border. »

So when all 
the points were tallied, Kadlec beat 
Hines by 67 points, 3285-3352. Third 
overall went to Honda CR250 rider 
Kurt Hough, who collected 3370 
points for the 250cc class win, edging 
Can-Am pilot Tony Hendon by 35 
points, and Husky’s Ed Lojak. 

In the 125cc class, Aaron Hough 
(Kurt’s younger brother) guided his 
Honda CR125 to the division win, 
finishing comfortably ahead of two 
other Honda riders, Scott Hodgen- 
son and Ron Ribolzi. Husqvarna- 
mounted John Haaker wrapped up 
the 500cc-and-up Four-Stroke class 
win after a tough shoot-out with 
fellow Husky rider John Bruck- 
bauer. Tom Buckles captured third 
on his Husky. 5 

Іп the new lightweight 0-350с 
Four-Stroke class, it was Answer 
Products’ Drew Smith on his Honda 
XR250 claiming the victory ahead of 
Billy Fulmer and Brian Mull. 

: Because of the Honda ISDE Qua- 
lifier contingency program, both 
Hough brothers and Smith collected 








$500 each from Honda for winning 
their respective classes. 

Team Husky’s Kadlec was the only 
rider іп Texas who was a member 
of last year’s U.S. Trophy Team in 
Italy, and he intends to ride the 
whole series. The rest of last year’s 
Trophy Team, Larry Roeseler, Dave 
Bertram, Charles Halcomb, Chuck 
Miller and Geoff Ballard, did not 
compete and do not intend to qualify 
for the 1987 ISDE in Jelenia Gora, 
Poland, except for Roeseler and 
Bertram. Roeseler is reportedly 
working out a ride with Team Green 
Kawasaki for the rest of the series, 
while Bertram says he’s going to ride 
the remaining three rounds on his 
430cc Husky auto. 

The first day of the Texas qualifier 
featured 135 miles of trail and two 
grass track and terrain special test 
sections. Most of the loops consisted 
of more-or-less wide open trails with 
a few extremely tight sections over 
some hilly and bushy terrain. Flat 
tires (and rattlesnakes) were major 
concerns for the riders. Huge, spike- 
like thorns from the desert trees 
punctured many inner tubes 
throughout the event. 

Keytime was 8:01 a.m., and among 
the first row of starters was Aaron 
Hough, who rode last year's Qua- 
lifier series in the 250cc class. Just 
about all riders managed to start 
their motorcycles and leave the start 
line within their minute. 

Husky-mounted John Nielson, 
however, was one of the unlucky 
ones. “Му bike didn't start on time, 
and I left 11 minutes late and was 
three minutes late to the first check- 

oint." said Nielson, who competed 
in the Italian Six-Days but broke

down on the first day. “Then I rode 
to the second gas stop during the 
second loop, and my bike wouldn’t 
start when it was time to leave. I 
worked on my bike for a while and 
saw that it only got spark about half 
the time." After that Nielson 
dropped out of the event. 

One of the top competitors in the 
125cc class, Coors Extra Gold- 
sponsored, Honda-mounted Jeff 
Miller, also dropped out during the 
second loop while having a flawless 
ride. 

“The first lap went great," said 
Miller, “but going into the second 
lap, I hit a rock straight on and blew 
the sidewall out on my front tire and 
pinched the tube. So I had to change 
the tube and had some problems 
putting the wheel back together, and 
I was I] minutes down. I started to 
make up time until I got stuck 
behind somebody and couldn't get 
around him, and the next thing I 
knew I went down. I just slid out 
— nothing big, but I caught myself 
on the wrist and it immediately 
swelled up. I stopped, loosened up 
my watch and was a minute down 
when I got to the next checkpoint. 
After that I thought, ‘no problem,’ 
but through the tight section, my 
wrist started killing me, so I decided 
to stop.” 

Miller was one of many 125cc 
riders to drop out during the first 
day. Pro motocrosser from Washing- 
ton, Honda-mounted Eric Hall, 
riding his first-ever qualifier, had his 
CR 125 seize four times before calling 
it quits. 

Northern California Honda rider, 
Та? Harvey, was greeted with bad 
news at the first check of the 
enduro when he found out that his 
fanny pack had unzipped itself open 





and all his tools fell out, including 
his prescription glasses. Harvey went 
on to finish fifth in the 125cc class. 

Bronze medalist in the 1985 ISDE 
in Spain, Ford Tannock, was in 
contention for the lead in the 125cc 
class on his Suzuki RM125 before 
going off course. 

“I got lost before going into the 
tight, Rambo section," said Tan- 
nock. “I tried to make up time but 
I crashed a couple of times and 
dropped two minutes. But I made up 
those lost two minutes all at one time 
in the next check, which I wasn't 
supposed to do like we do in Oregon, 
so I dropped another 60 points." 

Honda CR250-mounted Grant 
Palanske, from southern California, 
blew any chance for a top finish 
when he had bike problems on the 
trail and lost points. 

“Му floats іп the carburetor stuck 
wide open and gas was pouring out,” 
said Palanske. “I tried just tapping 
the bottom of the carb to unstick the 
floats, but that didn't work, so I had 
to take the whole carburetor apart, 
and that cost me 17 route points." 

Third in the 500cc class after the 
first day, behind Kadlec and Hines, 
was Husky rider David Crain, but 
he was a little disapointed with his 
terrain test scores. 

“І don't know. I just don't roost 
in the terrain tests," said Crain. “I’m 
just too cautious. I guess I don't want 
to crash. I do really good in the grass 
tracks, but they roost on me in the 
terrain. It's all in my head." 

Kadlec had the lowest score after 
the first day, leading Hines by 28 
points (seconds). 

“Everything is going good so far,” 
said Kadlec. “1 rode a little slow іп 
the tight section and came into the 
check five seconds into my grace. If

it had been an enduro, I would've 
lost a point. But I had the fastest test 
scores all four times, so I'm pretty 
happy about that, considering I 
didn't ride all winter.” 

Drew Smith had control of the 0- 
350cc Four-Stroke class at the end of 
the day and was enjoying every 
minute of the ride. 

“Т was hauling, just plain haul- 
ing," said Smith. “Т looked at the 
grass track yesterday, jumped off 
everything I said I was going to jump 
off the first time around. I rode into 
the ribbons a couple of times because 





I jumped right into 'em. I'm really 
happy. I didn't have any problems 
out there, but I did have to change 
a pipe when it cracked during the 
first loop." 

At the end of the first day, class 
standings looked like this: 

Aaron Hough led the 125s by 68 
points over Hogenson, while Kurt 
Hough had a 20 point advantage 
over Hendon; then followed Lojak 
(29 points back), Italy gold medalist 
Fred Hoess, Kevin Brown and 
Fredette. 

Kadlec held the overall and 500cc 
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Rick Daniel heads out on the trail Sunday morning. The Yamaha YZ490- 


mounted rider from Southern California took third in the 500cc class. 
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Ed Lojak finished 46 points behind winner Kurt Hough to place third 
in the 250cc class. Tony Hendon took second. 





class lead over Hines, while Crain 
sat in third place ahead of Daniel 
and Mark Hynes. Smith was top 
overall four-stroke, three points in 
front of Haaker. Buckles was third 
overall four-stroke. 

Day two saw all the front runners 
start on time and head out for two 
loops, totaling a little more than 100 
miles, before the final motocross 
special test. Only one grass track test 
was used on the day, and there were 
no terrain tests. --- -- 

For the third straight time, Kadlec 
nailed the fastest grass track time, 
claiming 497 points (seconds). But 
the real surprise was Aaron Hough’s 
ride on the grass track, which was 
actually a very sandy and long course 
laid out through a sandwash. On a 
course that highly benefited the 
high-horsepowered motorcycles, 





Aaron Hough on his CR125 motored 
to the second fastest score of the day, 
just eight seconds slower than 
Kadlec’s time. Despite crashing after 
landing off a drop-off jump and 
having his front wheel wash out, 
Hines tied with Kurt Hough and 
Lojak for the third fastest time, six 
seconds behind Aaron Hough. 

After completing the trail portion 
of the qualifier, only the motocross 
special test was left to run. Going 
into the first 125cc moto, Hough held 
a commanding 88-point lead over 
Hogenson, and barring any mechan- 
ical breakdowns, Hough pretty 
much had the class win wrapped up. 
As it turned out, Hough’s 88 point 
insurance cushion came in handy 
when he and another rider collided 
in the sandy first turn. 

“Some guy came in front of me

and knocked me down, and his bike 
landed on top of mine," said Hough. 
"It took me a while to get his bike 
off, and after that I worked up to 
fourth, even though I crashed three 
times. I was pushing too hard to 
catch back up." Hodgenson went on 
to win the moto ahead of Shaun 
Scarlett. 

Тһе three crashes ended up costing 
Hough 10 points, so at the finish, 
Hough maintained a comfortable 78- 
point lead over Hogenson. Ribolzi 
finish third, 33 points behind 
Hogenson. Scarlett and Donnie 
Simone rounded out the top five. 

In the 250cc class, which ran four 
separate motos, Honda rider Kevin 
Brown had the fastest overall time 
after winning his moto with a 797 
score, while Kurt Hough (who also 
won his moto) had the second fastest 
time, 798 seconds, one second off 
Brown's pace. Third fastest in the 
250cc class went to Hendon (800) 
who fought off Fredette the whole 
moto. Fredette had the fourth fastest 
tume of 801 seconds. Husky rider 
Reed Bright won the. final 250cc 
moto with an 805 score. 

Тһе first 500cc moto turned into 
a showdown between Kadlec and 
Hines. Hines took the early lead with 
Kadlec glued to his rear fender. But 
a little over halfway through the first 
lap, Hines bit the dust and Kadlec 
motored into the lead. 

“I yelled at-him to move," said 
Kadlec, "and he endoed. It wasn't 
more than five seconds after I yelled, 
‘look out, look out!’ and he went end 
over end.” 

Hines said he just lost the front 
end in the sand — a problem he had 
all weekend. 

After crashing, Hines had no 
problem maintaining second place, 
but when they crossed the checkered 
flag, Kadlec held a 25 second lead 
on Hines. 





Bruckbauer nailed the fastest 
overall Four-Stroke time in the 
motocross special test with David 
Rhodes finishing second, four 
seconds behind. Next was Smith (10 
seconds back) followed by Haaker, 
who was five seconds off Smith's 
score. 

"I'm real happy with the way I 
rode," said Kadlec after it was all 
over. “I tried to be mellow for two 
days; cruised on the trail and hauled 
on the special tests. Something must 
of went right." e

NHRA National Championship Pro Stock 
Series: Round 1 


Vance scorches 
Gatornationals

GAINESVILLE, FL, MAR. 19-22 

Just as Elvis Presley was considered the King 
of Rock ’n Roll in the 1950, Terry Vance 
has settled into his role as Prince of the Pro 


i Stock bike domain in National Hot Rod 
18 Association (NHRA) action. | Ever since NHRA introduced 











motorcycle racing at its 
national events Vance has been 


a fixture in the number one position. 
Like Presley he must contend with 
a number of pretenders to the throne. 
Like the King, Vance finds ways to 
thwart his adversaries. 

So it was at the 1987 Motorcraft 
Gatornationals, as NHRA Pro Stock 
competition opened a new season 
with the same old theme — “Terry 
is the man to beat.” Thanks to a 
record-shattering performance and a 
win over a solid field of competitors, 
the two-time NHRA points cham- 
pion took an immediate lead in the 
"87 point chase. No surprise there. 

But with an expanded NHRA 
National event schedule of seven Pro 
Stock races (up from last year’s total 
of five) and an ever more hungry 
bunch of racers yearning for the title, 
Vance may find the going harder 
than ever this year. Racers like John 
Mafaro, George Bryce, Dave Schultz 
and Phil Tannery all appear to have 
legitimate chances of dethroning 
Vance. 

Such was not the case, though, 
through four perfect days of weather 
and titanic crowds at Gainesville 
Raceway as Vance did his part to 
keep the competition at bay. In fact, 
the La Palma, California, racer 
established the tone of the Gatorna- 
tionals in qualifying with an eye- 
popping best of 8.092 seconds at 
165.04 mph. 

All of which must have been hard 
for Mafaro and company to swallow. 
Pizza John, the 1985 Gatornationals 
champion and 1986 runner-up, 
looked solid with a best qualifying 
time of 8.15 seconds at 163.63 mph, 
while Tannery was hard on Mafaro’s 
heels with a best of 8.18/161.43. That 
time was nearly duplicated by Bryce, 
as he posted a best of 8.185/1611.43. 
АП four of the top qualifiers rode 
Suzukis, but the space between 
Vance's '86 GS1150 and the other 
machines must have seemed like 
many miles to the racers. At least a 








quarter-mile. 

The confident, cocky Vance 
treated his record-breaking elapsed 
time as if it were just another day 
at the races. 

"We knew going into the Gator- 
nationals that the bike was a reliable 
piece," Vance said. “Plus, the weight 
breaks were lowered by 20 pounds, 
so the bike was much faster. In fact, 
the entire field was much faster. 
Since I hadn't raced at all and had 
done very little testing since the 
Winston World Finals, I really didn't 
know what to expect. Obviously, the 
bike still had plenty of power.” 


Vance's 8.092-second run topped 
the previous NHRA mark of 8.14 
seconds, set by Vance, of course. 

But Vance was also right about his 
competition, which was, indeed, 
much faster and a great deal more 
competitive. In truth, Vance came 
very close to losing to defending 
Gatornational's champ Rick Stetson 
in the first round, and had to storm 
from behind to top Bryce in the 
finals. 

Vance's achilles heel all weekend 
was a troublesome second gear that 
took too long to shift. That he was 
able to overcome the problem and 
win the race is an obvious tribute 
to Vance and his crew. 

Stetson, who had qualified ninth, 
put a tremendous holeshot on Vance 
and led nearly the entire quarter-mile 
stretch. But once Vance was able to 
get out of second gear he thundered 
by Stetson, winning by just a foot. 
Vance's elapsed time of 8.16 seconds 
at 163.10 mph was ultimately neces- 
sary to overcome Stetson's 10th-of- 
a-second jump at the starting line. 
Stetson finished with an e.t. of 8.29 
seconds at 158.53 mph. 

The other major surprise of the 
first round was the upset loss of Dave 
Schultz, the leader of the Kawasaki 
pack. Schultz committed a red light 
start and immediate loss against Rick 
Gero when he actually rolled his bike 
back out of the lights. It was the first 
time the Floridian could ever 


remember committing such a crime. 

“The clutch started dragging 
really badly and I was pushing back 
so hard with my feet that I just rolled 
out of the lights," said Schultz. “175 
funny, I didn’t have a clutch problem 
all of last year, but that sort of thing 
happens sometimes.” 

For all his disappointment, 
Schultz was still excited about his 
new ride that will debut at the 
NHRA’s Cajun Nationals, May 22- 
24, the next Pro Stock Bike venue. 
An '86 Kawasaki Ninja, the bike will 
have larger wheels and most of the 
chassis will be enclosed for better 
aerodynamics. Schultz, the reigning 
IDBA champion, has decided to lead 
the Kawasaki contingency by partic- 
ipating in all seven of this year’s 
NHRA Pro Stock bike events. 

The rest of the first round of the 
Gatornationals went as expected, 
with Maro, Tannery and Bryce all 
winning. Tannery’s 8.18 second e.t. 





kept him in running with Vance’s 
8.16 first-round win. From that point 
on, though, the rest of the field 
except Vance fell off considerably in 
the Florida heat, which reached into 
the 80° area. Vance stayed cool, 
remaining in the sub 8.20 range 
through his quarterfinal and semi- 
final wins. 

The quarterfinals also went true 
to form as Vance destroyed Gero with 
a 8.15/164.11 run to the latter’s 8.29/ 
160.77. No other quarterfinal winner 
was even in Vance’s general direc- 
tion. Tannery, Mafaro and Bryce all 
advanced again, with Tannery’s 
8.23-second effort the best of the 
three. 

Clearly, Vance was holding his 


times consistently while others were | 


floundering a bit. The huge throng 
of race fans at the finals, estimated 
at 43,000 (with a total four-day crowd 
of over 100,000), crowded Vance’s pit 
area, paying tribute, grabbing pos-

ters and autographs from the Prince. 

Vance disposed of Tannery in an 
almost perfunctory manner, win- 
ning with a 8.16/163.25 run to 
Tannery’s 8.24/159.82. Meanwhile, 
on the other side of the ladder “Pizza 
John" and “Gregarious George" took 
off from the starting line on an even 
pace and stayed that way the entire 
quarter mile. Bryce was able to click 
the lights just ahead of Mafaro, 
posting a winning 8.26/160.62 run 
to “Pizza John's" 8.27/161.98. Bryce 
could hardly have realized at the time 
that had һе run just as well іп the 
finals he would have toppled Vance 
from the throne. 

Again, Vance's problems with 
second gear almost cost him the race. 
Worried about the gear, Vance 
shifted too soon. Bryce was ahead 
nearly the entire race until Vance 
caught up at the mph lights. Vance 
was able to take the win in spite of 
shipping to an elapsed time of 8.25 





seconds at 161.28 mph to Bryce's 
8.29/158.50. - 

“I had to use every bit of horsep- 
ower to win that race," said Vance, 
who had claimed his third Gatorna- 
tionals' title. "Still, this is a great 
way to start a new season. In fact, 
I think the entire drag racing pro- 
gram looked better at Gainesville." 

No doubt Vance may have to work 
quite a bit harder to regain his 
NHRA championship in 1987. By 
the Cajun Nationals most every bike, 
including Vance's, will be equipped 
with larger tires, allowing more 
horsepower and faster times and 
speeds. Schultz feels that the e.t. mark 
may dip under eight seconds by 
season's end and that speeds will 
push 170 mph. 

' But for the time being one thing 
about NHRA Pro Stock racing 
definitely hasn't changed — Terry 
Vance is still Number One. The once 
and future King rocks on. E

Smith sails at 
Saucer Run H&H

Team Husqvarna hotshot Dan Smith con- 
tinued his domination of southern Cali- 
fornia, AMA/District 37 desert racing at the 
19th Annual Saucer Run Hare and Hound, 


snatching the overall honors 

just 14 seconds ahead of 250cc 

Husky privateer Dale Knapp. 
Knapp was hard on Smith’s 


heels throughout the 90-mile course, 
refusing to let Team Husky’s 
number one rider out of his sight. 
But with the tight, rocky course laid 
out by the Invaders M.C. providing 





Smith’s favorite type of riding, 
Knapp could not gain the extra few 
seconds needed to take the lead. 
“What a great course — that was 
the best," said Smith after taking the 
checkered flag. “I knew Dale was 
right behind me so I was pushing 
pretty hard. I even fell off twice in 
the second loop. I can't remember 
when I last crashed іп a desert гасе.” 





High winds and cold weather 
brought a light dusting of snow to 
the Teagle Wash area the day before 
the event, and led to a smaller-than- 
usual turnout for the race. The 
starting line up consisted of just 
under 400 riders but the competition 
was as fierce as ever when the banner 
dropped for the 9 a.m. start. 

The slightly uphill bomb run gave 
the advantage to the big-bore bikes 
and Smith had his 510cc thumper out 
in front of the field as the racers 
swarmed past the bomb and out into 
the almost 50-mile first loop. 

Knapp got off to a rapid start and 
was already tucked in behind Smith 
as the frontrunners picked up the 
pink-ribboned trail. Open class 
pilots Don Griewe, riding a Husky, 
and Darin Cartwright, aboard a 
Yamaha, 125cc class leader Eric 
Hallgath, on a Yamaha, and Vet 
class hotshots Mike McDonald and 
Wayne Carlton jockeyed for position 
just a few bike lengths behind the 
leaders. 

Not content to ride in Smith's dust, 
the impatient Knapp challenged the 
leader as soon as terrain allowed and 
managed to grab the lead about three 
miles into the race. 

“I got a great start and was right 
on his tail," Knapp said. “І was 
pushing really hard and got past just 
a few miles into the race. I stayed 
ahead for about four miles, but then 
Dan got me back and I had to start 
chasing him again." 

With Smith back in control, the 
race crossed Searles Station Road and 
headed toward Charlie's Place, 
crossed Trona Road and made a pass 
through the mountains, coming out 


for ап on-the-highway, train-track ` 


crossing. 

Despite continual challenges, 
Smith held onto his lead all the way, 
completing the 47-mile combination 
of sand and rocks in just over one 
hour. 

Knapp hit pit row 80 seconds 
behind Smith, still holding onto 
second overall despite a determined 
challenge from Husky pilot Griewe. 

"I got past Dale and was into 
second behind Dan but I went down 
in a rocky section about 25 miles into 
the loop," said Griewe. “I put my 
arm out when I fell and jammed my 


shoulder pretty good and had to slow - 


down.” 
Griewe’s fall put him half a 











minute back in third overall going 
into the pits at Teagle Wash, with 
another full minute back to Darin 


` Cartwright in fourth overall (second 


250cc). 

Hallgath was holding his own in 
fifth overall, almost a minute ahead 
of Team Honda’s hard-charging 
Dan Ashcraft who had worked his 
way to sixth overall after a sluggish 
start. 

A high-speed collison with a rock 
in a sand wash sidelined Carlton, 
leaving the door open for McDonald. 
McDonald brought his 500сс Kawa- . 
saki into the pits in seventh overall, 
just ahead of ex-Husky team rider 
Larry Roeseler, who was almost un- 
recognizable aboard a 125cc Suzuki. 

The first Amateur class rider 
through the pits was Dave West, 
running llth overall aboard а 
Yamaha. Gary Charters led the 
Seniors in 16th overall. 

Loop two took the riders on a 42- 
mile circuit through Rand Moun- 
tains and Spangler Hills, and incor- 
porated a run down the infamous 
Invader Downhill, where the riders 
faced a seldom used, more difficult 
section of the steep, sandy slope. 

With Smith out in front of the 
pack and Knapp still snapping at his 
heels, the frontrunners started into 
the second loop and the technical 
terrain soon took its toll. 

Hallgath took a quick spill cross- 
ing the railroad tracks just after the 
pits; Open class racer Kenny Parry 
looked up to check on Roeseler’s 
progress and went head first on a 
downhill; front-running amateur 
West bailed a total of six times; and 
McDonald ran out of gas. 

Ashcraft, who worked his way as 
high as fourth overall in loop two, 
was another victim of the tricky 
terrain. 

“I was riding great and caught up 
to Griewe's dust, but then I hit a big 
rock and did the biggest bail of all 
time," Ashcraft said. “It rang my bell 
a bit and I still can't focus too well, 
so I slowed down after that." 

Out in front, Smith started to open 
some ground on Knapp when he too 
ran into some problems. 

“І. crashed twice in loop two," 
Smith said. “Тһе first time I was іп 
a sand wash and a big rock got 
caught under my fork leg and tore 
thé fo rks sideways. I was only doing 
about 10 mph, but I was instantly 
on my head. And I went down again 
about five miles from the finish — 
another stupid little spill. It's unus- 
ual for me. I can't remember when 
I last fell off in a desert гасе.” 

Smith, who is sponsored by Husq- 
varna/Autolite/Golden Spectro/ 
Metzler/Goldbelt/Scott/Arai/Pro- 
Gas/Renthall, managed to get 
and on his bike after both bail-offs 
without losing his lead. The Husky 
pilot took the checkered flag with 14 
seconds to spare, relegating Knapp 
to second overall. 

“T was right behind him the whole 
race," said Knapp, who is backed by 
Suzuki of Van Nuys/Pro Circuit. 
Knapp's second place finish gave 
him top honors in the 250cc class. 

Third overall, first 125cc, went to 
Hallgath, who receives s орои from 
Granada Yamaha/Silkolene/Scott/ 
Bell. Hallgath finished less than a 
minute in front of Griewe. 

“І was behind Don most of the way 
and I only got him just a few miles 
back,” Hallgath explained. “I think 
he was having a few problems 
because he waved me past.” 

Griewe said he had problems with 
his shoulder after crashing hard in 
loop one. 

“I hurt it pretty bad in a motocross 
race a couple of years ago and every 
time I land on it wrong it gives me 
trouble,” he said. “It made it a bit 
hard to hold on toward the end." 

















Husky ace Dan Smith won the 
race with a slim 14-second edge. 





Also recovering from a fall was 
Ashcraft, who finished fifth, and 
Roeseler brought a borrowed 125cc 
Suzuki home in sixth overall. 

“This is one of Dirt Bike maga- 
zine's test bikes," Roeseler explained. 
"I quit Husky and I'm working for 
Dirt Bike now, so I borrowed the bike 
to try it out." Roeseler reportedly is 
negotiating with Kawasaki for а 
factory ride. 

. Roeseler was chased in by 

Yamaha-mounted Parry, who 
battled with him for most of the 
second loop. 

Eighth overall, despite five bail- 
offs, went to 250cc pilot Cartwright, 
who inherited the position after 
McDonald ran out of gas with just 
five miles to go. 

McDonald’s mishap left the way 
open for Steve Garner of the Lost 
Coyotes М.С. to overall the Vet 
division on an Open class Honda 
(10th overall). 

First in the Amateur division went 
to West, who led the Amateur pack 
all the way and finished a high ninth 
in the overall standings. West’s 
nearest competition was Ron Lewis 
of the Rovers M.C., not far behind 
in 11th overall. 

Тһе Vet 250cc win went to Scott 
Anderson; So Cal M.C.'s Ron Hall 
overalled the Senior division; Dick 
Myer took first in the Open Senior 
class; and Jack Froelich claimed a 
wire-to-wire win in the Super Senior 
class. 

Andy Nelson was the first 250cc 
Amateur to cross the finish line, and 
Yamaha-mounted Brian Nevestick 
overalled the Novice class in 60th 
overall. е

Vohland doubles at 
Hangtown mudder

SACRAMENTO, СА., MAR. 21 


A sloppy mess was the best way to describe 
the conditions during Saturday’s Sportsman 
program at Hangtown. The track featured 
plenty of mud. In fact the mud was so bad 


that many riders had problems 
conquering even the first few 
laps of practice. Despite the 


wet conditions, a good-sized turnout 
of riders attended the event with 
Tallon Vohland emerging as one of 
the big winners of the day, winning 
both the 125cc Intermediate/ Junior 
and 250cc Intermediate/Junior 
divisions. 

One of the day’s more convincing 
class wins was that of Rich Mythen, 
who guided his Honda to first place 
in both motos of the 250cc Expert 
class in come-from-behind fashion to 
take the overall victory. Mythen also 
won the first moto in the 500cc 
Experts, but his big-bore Honda 
sprung a leak in a raditor hose while 
waiting for the second moto start and 
he called it quits. 

As the first moto in the 250cc 
Intermediates roared off the line, 
Vohland nailed down the holeshot 
followed by Yamaha rider Tim 
McClintock and Kawasaki pilot 
Nick Blasdell. Vohland looked to 
have the better drive out of turn one, 
but McClintock got past early in the 
first lap. Vohland was on the gas and 





was back in first place three turns 
later. 

Vohland was in command from 
that point on and went on to stomp 
the competition. McClintock spent 
the rest of the race in second and 
Blasdell held onto third. 

By the time the second moto rolled 
around, the races had to be cut down 
to four laps, so there would be 
enough light to run the remaining 
motos. Vohland again nailed the 
holeshot followed by McClintock 
and Honda-mounted Tony 
McGrath. 

By the end of the second lap, 
Vohland and McClintock had pulled 
away, leaving McGrath in a solid 
third. By the fourth lap Vohland had 
a huge lead of 15 seconds and 
cruised home for the win and the 
overall victory. McClintock and 
McGrath rounded out the top three 
at moto’s end. 

The first 250cc Experts moto saw 
Kawasaki rider Ken McKenzie grab- 
bing the holeshot with Mythen hot 
on his trail and Dave Wood in third. 
Mythen continued to follow McKen- 
zie for the first four laps until he was 
finally able slip past and take control 





of the lead. McKenzie gave chase but 
eventually tired out trying to keep 
pace with Mythen. 

As the race came to a close Mythen 
finished way out front followed by 
McKenzie and a distant Woods. 

The second moto was nearly the 
same as the first with the same three 
riders involved in the top three spots. 
Woods took the holeshot followed by 
McKenzie and Mythen, but both 
McKenzie and Mythen got by Woods 
and took over the top three spots. 

A few turns later Mythen started 
to reel in McKenzie and stayed glued 
to his rear fender until he pulled off 
a smooth inside line pass a couple 
oflapslater.

one race to go in the Arizona State 
Motocross Championship.

Fortunately, no one was injured and 
on the fourth try the race was 
completed with American John 
Lewis the winner, Canadian Shawn 
Venables second, Joel Monell of the 
U.S. third place and Canadian John 
Boasman finishing last. 

After the wild first heat the riders 
settled down to some serious speed- 
way ice racing.
